But if Isaac Varga’s fate did not deter the i 
new steward from following in his steps, it 
was not likely that a statement of what had | 
hap|)ened at a distance would do so ; nor did 
it. So far from being mollified by the sub- j 
missiveness of the wretched serfs, this only ^ 
seemed to encourage him to deeds of greater 
violence. But experience has shown that a 
community of individuals, whether few or 
many, w hen once it has taken upon itself to 
avenge its wrongs, acts w ith less and less re¬ 
luctance on every succeeding occasion. It 
was so in this instance. The .same persons 
who had submitted to the tyranny of one 
man for years before they slew him, bore w ith 
his successor scarcely eleven months before 
he, too, was despatclied. 

Such an occurrence as the murder of two 
stewards in succession was so unexampled, 
even in Russia, that it was felt by the author¬ 
ities that it must not pass unpunisiied. A 
detachment of military was sent to the vil¬ 
lage, and quartered on the inhabitants, with 
orders to remain there till the guilty persons 
were discovered. The body of Paul Javoga 
had been first seen bv a woodman, lying, face 
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in the wood. His jilace of concealment was 
a hollow tree, and the anxiety and physical 
suffering he underwent during this period 
changed his appearance from that of youth to 
old age. 

On his examination, he con.sfantly declared 
that he was not the murderer of Paul Javo-j 
ga. nor did he know who hud done the deed, j 
He atjmilted that he had killed the soldier, to 
save his own life ; and, when he was told that 
the soldier w ho was on guard at the time had 
been subsequently killed in the Crimea, he 
confessed that he hud been assisted by him, 
both having belonged to a sect whose distin¬ 
guishing characteristic was self-mutilation of 
a very extraordinary kind. 

Whether the discovery that he belonged to 
this sect was the reason of his wife betraying 
him remained a secret; but there is no doubt 
that the woman, who, lor so long a period, 
had visited and fed him, and had been the 
means of preserving his life, was the person 
who had betrayed him, for no other person 
had even suspected his identity. In consid¬ 
eration of the suffering he had undergone, 
instead of being e.xecuted he was banished to 
Siberia, to which place many others of the 
same sect had been exiled.

Your paper reaches me so regularly that I 
begin to feel a little stricken in wbut was once 
called conscience fur being so derelict in ac- 
I knowledging the favor. (1 think it is not u>ual 
I to concede much conscience in the position I 
I hold.) Be that as it may, 1 am susceptable 
of the weekly favor. A paragraph in your 
paper recently urged upon your readers the 
importance of sending papers to friends in the 
I army. The said readers who are tarrying 
I peacably at home can but little realize the im- 
I portance of that suggestion. Let them ask 
I of any retiuncd soldier his opinion, or, if that 
is not satisfactory let all cavillers on that point 
enter the army and stay a few months, and I 
am sure that they will be convicted. 

Mr. Editor, let people at home form such 
opinion as they may of your paper, you are 
sure to be appreciated by the “Exiles from 
home," and having given them so much satis¬ 
faction for months or years while in the army 
you can be assured of living fresh in their | 
memories for years afterwards. | 

From papers relieved from the north, or, as > 
it is sometimes spoken “from A^uerica," it 
would seem that the anniversary of our old 
National Independence was not so generally 
observed ns in former years. It seems to me 
to be well to' hold fast to the old land marks 
and keep in remefiibrance what we were as 
a people before we entered upo8 this new death 
struggle for existence as a nation. But, as 
that epoch of the present year is passed, I will 
not promulgate a homily as to what constitutes 
a proper observation of the day. Instead I 
will tell you what was done here. I will pre-1 
raise by saying there was no tiring of crackers ! 
by the boys, no squibs, serpents or double 
enders, not even a pinwheel was fired by the 
boys, who at the north are always harbingers of 
the day. The boys in this part of our land 
have not energy sufficient. Neither was there 
the ringing of bells to usher in with joyful, 
though noisy, acclamations freedom’s (r) l^irth 
dsy. The national salute was fired at sunrise 
at Fort Heckman, and at uoon by several guti- 
boats in the navy and by the guns of Fort 
Macon. But the chief attractions were pre¬ 
sented by the garrison at Fort Macon. The 
garrison is now composed of the 1st N. C. 
volunteers. Union men in this state who have 
volunteered in the service of our government, 
hence you may be able the better to appreciate 
their efforts to celebrate the day. They spared 
neither time nor experience to give to their in¬ 
vited guests who were numerous, an entertain¬ 
ment that should be attractive and agreeable. 
The programme in its main features, was the 
leading of the Declaration of Independence, 
two orations, a sumptuous dinner, enlivened 
by a fine band from the 2d Mass, Heavy Ar¬ 
tillery, a promenade concert, tire works and a 
supper. If any of the loysl men of the.Noith 
have made mure efforts to celebrate the day 
than these loyal North Carolinaians, on a sol¬ 
dier’s pay I have 3-et to learn it. 

As to be expected the weather is warm here. 
At New Berne the thermometer is reported as 
high as 113. I think it has not been so high 
as 100 here, in the shade. A refreshing sea- 
breeze nearly every day, helps us mortals 
wonderfully to bear the summer heat, though 
we have no ice-water or ice creams to assist in 
cooling our heated systems, but plain well- 
water which is Hot particularly cool and some 
of it not over palatable. As to enduring the 
summer heat of this climate it is remarked by 
old residents here, natives, that the repeated 
assertions made at the commencement of the 
war, that the climate was an ally of the south 
and would kill more Yankees than their bul 
lets has proved entirely false. Gtlizeiis from 
the northern states, as well as soldiers, evi¬ 
dently bear the heat of summer better than 
the natives which is a marvel to them. In 
fact I think the winter season worse to endure 
for us Yankees, than summer and I have tried 
both. Of the war I need not write you. The 
interest is absorbed bj* Gen Grant in Virginia 
and by Sherman in Georgia. There are not 
troops enough here to make very extensive 
expeditions, though it is occasionally dune and 
usually’ with success. Prisoners from the 
confederates are frequently brought here a» 
well as prizes from the blockade off Wilming¬ 
ton. Reports are in circulation here that Jeff 
Davis and his Cabinet a^e at present located 
at Raleigh the capitol of this state, if so, he 
probably designs ru make a stand there, and 
rally around him his forces for suhjiigating 
North Carolina. DeW.
